May it please Your Excellency, 

We have the honour, pursuant to statute, to present this our 
Thirty-seventh .Annual Report on the condition of the Prisons and 
Prisoners within our jurisdiction, and with respect to the Registration 
of Criminals ; also our Annual Report on Prisoners sentenced to 
Preventive Detention at Maryborough, on the Borstal Institution at 
Clonmel, and on the State Inebriate Reformatory at Ennis. 

Number of Penal Establishments. 

The number of Penal Establishments under the control of the Board 
is as follows : — 

1 Convict Prison for Males at Maryborough, a portion of which is 
set apart as a Place of Preventive Detention under the Pre- 
vention of Crime Act, 1908 ; 

1 Convict and Local Prison for Males and Females — Mountjoy 
Prison, Dublin ; 

14 Local Prisons, one of which is for the time not in use ; 

1 Minor Prison ; 

1 Borstal Institution at Clonmel ; 

1 State Inebriate Reformatory at Ennis ; 

5 Bridewells. 

The prisons, most of which are old structures of obsolete design, 
have been kept in repair, and the drainage, ventilation, and heating 
appliances of each prison have been maintained in as high a state of 
efficiency as possible. 
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Number of Committals.

The number transferred from the Convict Prison to the Place of 
Detention at Maryborough in 1914 was 7, the number in 1913 having 
been 3. 

In 1912 there were 10,092 committals to prison for drunkenness, 
in 1913, 8,524, while in 1914 there were 7,937, the lowest total on record 
for the country. Of this total 2,850 women were committed in 1914, 
as against 2,616 in 1913, an increase of 234. 

The Criminal Justice Administration Act which only came into 
operation on 1st December last had little time to have any effect upon 
the statistics for 1914. By allowing time for the payment of fines 
this Act will undoubtedly diminish the number of committals to prison 
in the future. The Act will, we believe, have other and far-reaching 
results to which we shall refer at a later stage of this report. 
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CONVICT AND LOCAL PRISONS

The ‘number of prisoners committed in 1914 and the daily average 
number in custody have been the lowest on record. 

Following on the outbreak of war a marked decrease in the prison 
population took place. While this has enabled us to effect some 
economy by the rearrangement of Prison Staffs, present conditions do 
not allow of our making a saving proportionate to the reduction in 
the number of prisoners, as the existing prisons were built to suit 
local requirements, and any effective scheme of concentration will 
require considerable expenditure on building works. Until circum- 
stances render such expenditure feasible little more can be done in 
this direction. 

Castlebar Prison has for the present been reduced to the status of 
a Minor Prison. The effect of this reduction is that only prisoners on 
remand or those sentenced to imprisonment for periods not exceeding 
7 days will be committed to Castlebar Prison. 

At the request of the Military Authorities we have obtained the 
sanction of Your Excellency for the setting apart of Dundalk Prison 
temporarily as a place of confinement for military prisoners. Prisoners 
who would have been committed to Dundalk Prison will, by Your 
Excellency’s order, be committed to Mountjoy Prison, Dublin, or 
Armagh Prison. 

Bridewells. 

During 1914 the number of prisoners committed to Bridewells was 
174 on remand and 96 under sentence of three days or less, making a 
total of 270, being C less than the total of the previous year. 

Young Offenders. 

During the year 667 male and 228 female offenders under the age 
of 21 were received under various sentences. 

Of these 49 males were sentenced to detention in the Borstal 
Institution, and are dealt with more fully in a subsequent part of this 
report.

The Criminal Justice Administration Act, 1914, which came into 
operation on 1st December, 1914, will largely reduce the number of 
prisoners committed to prison for non-payment of fines. The following 
are the sections dealing with this matter : — 

1. — (1) A warrant committing a person to prison in respect of non- 
payment of a sum adjudged to be paid by a conviction of a Court of 
Summary Jurisdiction shall not be issued forthwith unless the Court 
which passed the sentence is satisfied that he is possessed of sufficient 
means to enable him to pay the sum forthwith, or unless, upon being 
asked by the Court whether he desires that time should be allowed 
for payment, ho does not express any such desire, or fails to satisfy 
the Court that he has a fixed abode within its jurisdiction, or unless the 
Court for any other special reason expressly directs that no time shall 
be allowed. 

(2) Where any such person desires to be allowed time for payment, 
the Court in deciding what time shall be allowed shall consider any 
representation made by him, but the time allowed shall not be less 
than seven clear days : 

Provided that if before the expiration of the time allowed, the person 
convicted surrenders himself to any Court of Summary Jurisdiction 
having jurisdiction to issue a warrant of commitment in respect of 
the’ non -payment of such sum as aforesaid, and sta tes that he prefers 
immediate committal to awaiting the expiration of the time allowed, 
that Court may, if it thinks fit, forthwith issue a warrant committing 
him to prison. 

(3) Where a person so allowed time for payment as aforesaid 
appears to the Court to be not less than sixteen nor more than twenty - 
one years of age, the Court may, if it thinks fit, and subject to any 
rules made under this Act, order that he be placed under the super- 
vision of such person as may be appointed by the Court until the sum 
adjudged to be paid is paid, and in such case before issuing a warrant 
committing the offender to prison in respect of non-payment of the 
sum, a Court of Summary Jurisdiction shall consider any report as to 
the conduct and means of the offender, which may be made by the 
person under whose supervision the offender has been placed. 

(4) In all cases where time is not allowed for payment, the reasons 
of the Court for the immediate committal shall be stated in the warrant 
of commitment. 

2. Where time has been allowed for the payment of a sum adjudged 
to be paid by a conviction or order of a Court of Summary Jurisdiction, 
further time may, subject to any rules made under this Act, on an 
application by or on behalf of the offender, be allowed by a Court of 
Summary Jurisdiction having jurisdiction to issue a warrant of 
commitment in respect of the non-payment of such sum as aforesaid. 
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Health and Mortality of Prisoners. 

The health of the prisoners has been good. There was practically 
no infectious disease amongst prisoners during the year. One case of 
typhoid fever occurred, but the Medical Officer of the Prison reports 
that the prisoner probably contracted the disease before committal. 

There were 6 deaths among local prisoners during the year. Two 
of these resulted from cerebral haemorrhage, one from haemorrhage 
following ruptured gastric ulcer, one from typhoid fever, one from 
acute peritonitis, and one was a case of heart failure from alcoholism. 
There were no deaths in convict prisons. 

Thirty -nine prisoners were released on medical grounds from local 
prisons before the expiration of their sentences, 18 of these being 
women near their confinement. The number of convicts released on 
medical grounds was four. 


Insane Prisoners. 

During the year 63 prisoners were transferred from local prisons to 
lunatic asylums, being an increase of 10 on the number so transferred 
last year. Of these only one is returned as having been sane on 
reception into prison, the remainder, with the exception of one doubtful 
case, being reported by the prison medical officers as “insane” on 
admission. In the single case in which the mental condition was 
normal on reception melancholia developed in a little over a month. 

Three convicts were transferred to the Central Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum during the year, insanity having developed in periods of 7 
months, 11 months, and 19 months respectively, after reception into 
prison. One of these was a case of recurrent mania and is reported 
as having been previously confined in a Lunatic Asylum. 


Classification of Prisoners. 

The Criminal Justice Administration Act, 1914, by applying 
to Ireland Section 6 of the English Prison Act, 1898, and extend- 
ing and amplifying that Section, makes a radical change in the classi- 
fication of prisoners in Irish Prisons. The prisoners committed in 
default of finding bail will be no longer classed with untried prisoners, 
and the class of what were known as Misdemeanants of the First 
Division has been abolished. By the Act there is created a triple 
division of offenders, and it is optional for the court when sentencing 
a prisoner to imprisonment without hard labour, or in default of giving 
bail, to decide in which of the three divisions he shall be placed, the 
only exception being that prisoners convicted of sedition or seditious 
libel, heretofore classed as First Class Misdemeanants, are to be placed 
in the First Division. If no direction is given by the court the offender 
will be placed in the Third Division. Debtors will be placed in a 
special class, and contempt of court prisoners are in future 
to be classed with Debtors. Rules have been approved and issued 
for the treatment of prisoners of these new classes created by the 
Criminal Justice Administration Act, 1914.

Thirty -seventh Report of the 


Conduct of Prisoners. 

The improvement in the conduct of prisoners, to which we referred 
in our last report, has, we are glad to say, been well maintained during 
the past year, the proportion of local prisoners punished having been 
a little over 1 per cent., as compared with 5 per cent, ten years ago. 

Prison Industries. 

Owing to the large decrease in the number of prisoners during 
the latter portion of the year, it was found difficult to maintain the 
industries required for the production of articles for the use of the 
prisons, and of other Government Departments. 

The absence of workshops, particularly in the larger prisons, is a 
great, handicap to the carrying on of remunerative work in 
association. At present such work is done under makeshift conditions 
in halls, corridors, &c., which are in no wise suitable for the purpose, 
being inadequately lit, draughty, and wanting in facilities for proper 
supervision. 

The principal prison employments were : — 

Tailoring. — The uniforms of the male officers and the clothing of the 
male prisoners were manufactured in the prisons. 

Shoemaldng. — Producing the boots and shoes of the prisoners and 
the boots of the prison officers ; also leggings, gaiters, pouches, &c., 
required by another Government Department. 

Weaving. — Producing the frieze, linsey, and blankets required for 
the prisoners’ clothing and bedding. 

Mail Bag Making. — Producing the bags required for the Irish 
Postal Service. 

Woodcutting. — Producing the firewood required for public offices, 
also for certain Military Barracks, and supplying the public. 

Mat Making. — Producing the mats required by Government Depart- 
ments and supplying the public. 

Stone -breaking. — This employment is confined to Hard Labour 
prisoners, and a considerable trade in broken stones is done in some 
prisons. 

Agriculture. — The farm at Maryborough is closely cultivated as well 
as all available plots of ground attached to other prisons. 

Sewing and Knitting. — Producing the uniforms of the female 
officers, the clothing of the female prisoners, and the underclothing, 
socks, stockings, &c., for both males and females. 

Laundrywork. — In some prisons prisoners are employed on work for 
outside customers as well as the prison washing. 

Oakum picking was undertaken in one instance to facilitate a public 
carrying company who under war conditions found it impossible to get 
a supply through the customary channels. 

Particulars of the industries carried on will be found in the appendix. 


Prison Buildings. 

The work carried out during the year includes the improvement of 
the water supply at Maryborough Prison ; the renewal of the water 
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supply for boilers, baths, and cooking arrangements at Mount] oy 
Prison ; the re-building of part of the boundary wall, and the improve- 
ment of the lighting at Belfast Prison. 

Visiting Committees.

During the year one or more of the Visitors appointed by Your 
Excellency visited Maryborough Convict Prison on seven occasions. 

The Visitors appointed for Mountjoy Convict Prison visited on four 
occasions. 


Maryborough Convict Prison. 

The position of affairs in Maryborough Convict Prison has not 
materially altered in the year. We are still hampered for want of 
facilities for proper separation of the different classes of convicts, and 
the lack of suitable and sufficient quarters for principal and subordinate 
officers. 


REGISTRATION OF CRIMINALS. 

The “ Register of Convicts and Habitual Criminals ” was further 
increased in the course of the year by the addition of 150 names of 
prisoners belonging to these classes. 

962 names were added to the “ Supplemental Register,” which is 
composed of the names of persons who have been sentenced at least 
to one month at Assizes or Quarter Sessions and above one month 
by Courts of Summary Jurisdiction for various specified offences. 

The police applied during the year to have finger prints taken in 
287 instances where they were unacquainted with the antecedents of 
remand prisoners. This course resulted in the discovery in this office 
that 87 of these had been previously convicted. 
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PREVENTIVE DETENTION. 

The number transferred into this class during the year was 7, and 
the number discharged to the care of guardians was 5, the number 
remaining at the end of the year being 11. 

BORSTAL INSTITUTION. 

During 1914 progress was made in the work done by the Institution. 
From careful inquiries made we believe that 83 per cent, of those 
discharged have been doing well. 

The Borstal System has proved its usefulness, and we believe that 
when . it becomes possible to provide the Institution with enlarged 
facilities for the training of the inmates, its success will be very 
marked. If sufficient land suitable for agriculture were obtained, 
there is good reason to hope that the Institution would be self 
supporting to as great an extent as is possible for any establishment 
whose inmates require constant supervision and skilled instruction, 
besides giving the boys that training without which their prospects 
on discharge are not encouraging. 

From a State standpoint the conversion of potential criminals into 
good citizens is not only a humane but a profitable work. It is more 
than probable that many of the habitual criminals who now cost the 
State large sums annually would not have continued in their criminal 
courses had they been afforded a thorough training in a well-equipped 
Borstal Institution at an early stage of their career. 

The moral improvement and physical development of the class of 
youthful offenders now committed to the Borstal Institution are not 
matters for half measures. The Borstal Staff has achieved excellent 
results, having regard to the limitations of the Institution, and the 
imperfect training which our present facilities enable us to give, and 
we believe that the provision of improved facilities for this work is one 
of the most pressing needs of prison administration in Ireland. We 
recognise fully the necessity for economy in the present grave crisis, 
and we have taken all possible steps to secure it, but the possibilities 
of reformation of these offenders are so great, and the consequent gain 
to the State is so obvious, that we feel compelled to express the opinion 
that it is not real economy to defer the comparatively small expendi- 
ture necessary to provide the facilities the lack of which prevent or 
postpone the legitimate development in Ireland of the Borstal 
System. 

In England and Scotland the value and importance of the system 
have been recognised, and money has been found to provide suitable 
Institutions in both these countries. We believe that in both cases 
the results have been highly satisfactory and are rightly regarded as 
justifying the expenditure. Having regard to what has been already 
done m this country with limited resources, we have no hesitation in 
saying that the material on which we have to work is particularly 
suitable for the system, and we earnestly trust that we shall soon be 
placed in a more favourable position than that which we now occupy. 

Since the outbreak of the war 43 inmates of the Institution volun- 
teered for enlistment with the consent of their parents or guardians 
and, on the recommendation of the Visiting Committee and Borstal 
Association, were released by Your Excellency with a view to their 
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joining the Army. Besides these a number of inmates who had been 
released on licence are known to have joined the Navy or Army, and 
over 200 ex -inmates in all are now serving with H.M. Forces. The 
reports received as to the conduct, &c., of these boys have been gener- 
ally very satisfactory. 

The Criminal Justice Administration Act, 1914, giving greater 
facilities for committing boys to the Clonmel Borstal Institution, will 
add to our difficulties in respect to the employment and training of 
these lads. Before the passing of the new Act conviction on indict-, 
ment was essential before a court could pass a sentence of detention 
in a Borstal Institution. Under the Amending Act (section 10) a 
Court of Quarter Sessions, in cases referred to them by Courts of 
Summary Jurisdiction, may, in suitable cases, pass sentence of deten- 
tion in a Borstal Institution for not less than 2 or more than 3 years. 
This section practically constitutes the Court of Quarter Sessions a 
clearing house of young offenders whose criminal habits or tendencies, 
or association with persons of bad character, would, but for the chance 
of reformation 'afforded to them by the Act, have soon led to their 
becoming submerged in the criminal class. 

This new legislation will also raise again the question of establishing 
a Borstal Institution, for females in Ireland. Up to the present no 
such Institution has been established in this country, as the number 
of females of the juvenile adult class convicted on indictment is so 
small. There are, however, many girls sentenced summarily from 
time to time for various minor offences to short terms of imprison- 
ment, which are worse than useless from the reformatory point of 
view, who would be suitable for Borstal treatment. During the period 
of 12 months ended 30th April, 1915, 164 female juvenile adult 
prisoners were received after summary conviction, many of whom 
had been more than once convicted, and nearly all of whom appeared 
to be entering on a criminal career. 

During the year lectures were given to the juvenile adults by Dr. 
F. E. Hackett, Lecturer in Physics, Royal College of Science, Dublin, 
by Professor Carpenter, Professor of Zoology in the same College, 
and by Dr. P. F. MacGinnis, and Mr. J. White, of Dublin. A 
series of lectures on the subject of “ First Aid to the Injured ” was 
also delivered to the inmates and officers by Dr. O’Brien, the Medical 
Officer of the Institution. The Borstal Association presented the 
Institution with a gramophone. The Pembroke Irish Charities Fund, 
through Captain Nevile R. Wilkinson, very generously gave a grant 
of £100 from which a cinoma machine, and also a set of musical in- 
struments for an Institutional band have been obtained, but the war 
lias prevented our obtaining a suitable instructor. 

The Institution at Clonmel, which was previously the local prison, 
would normally accommodate 50 inmates, but the numbers there had 
risen as high as 98. The additional room was made by halving the 
size of the sleeping cells as a temporary expedient pending the 
provision of larger buildings. 

STATE INEBRIATE REFORMATORY. 

During the year 14 inmates (8 males and 6 females) were committed 
under sentences of detention to Ennis State Inebriate Reformatory 
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In addition, one female was received on transfer from a Certified 
Inebriate Reformatory. 

During the same period 12 inmates (3 males and 9 females) were 
discharged on expiration of sentence, 5 males and 4 females were 
released on licence, and two males were released on commutation of 
sentence. 

The daily average number in custody during 1914 was 28, the daily 
average number for 1913 having been 38. 

Particulars as to the offences, periods of sentence, ages, &c., of the 
habitual inebriates committed during the year will be found in the 
Appendix. 

The number discharged up to 31st December, 1914, after undergoing 
a course of treatment in the Institution was 95 men and 144 women ; 
total, 239. 

GENERAL. 

Prison Staff. 

We have pleasure in stating that the prison staff have, during the 
year, maintained their high standard of efficiency and fidelity. 

Following the example of the English and Scottish Prison Commis- 
sioners, our predecessors in 1912 gave the Warders a much needed 
reduction of their hours of duty which had previously been too long 
in view of the onerous nature of their duties and the hours prevailing- 
in other employments. This change was made by reducing the hours 
of associated labour of the prisoners and locking them up in their cells 
at an earlier hour, and was only sanctioned as a temporary expedient. 
The expedient has not proved satisfactory. 

The Prison Commissioners for Scotland, in their Annual Report for 
1912, admirably sum up the objections to this system as follows : — 

“ The Commissioners had for long been of opinion, in which their 
medical advisers concurred, that the hours during which prisoners 
were locked up in their cells in darkness and without employment 
were much too long. Prisoners were required to spend in bed from 
10 to 10 b hours daily, viz., from 8 p.m. to 6.30 a.m. in winter, and 
6 a.m. in summer. As prisoners’ lights were extinguished at 8 p.m. 
and they went to bed about 7.30 p.m. or earlier, this gave a far longer 
period for attempted sleep than was either customary for persons at 
liberty or healthy for anyone not suffering from illness. It was well 
known that prisoners could not sleep for this time, and lay awake 
restless with nothing to occupy their thoughts. 

“ This routine, in short, encouraged habits of indolence, and was 
appreciated rather than otherwise by the lazy, and the effect of this 
long period of confinement in bed was both morally and physically 
detrimental to the prisoners. Hard work is now almost the only 
deterrent influence possible for prisoners who do not object to loss of 
liberty during a short sentence.” 

The Report also states : — 

“ The Commissioners also felt that the hours of duty of the discipline 
staff in prisons were too long and should be reduced in view of the 
altered conditions of prison routine, which require continuous vigilance 
and alertness. The problem of how to shorten the hours was hot an 
easy one, as it was obvious that the simple expedient of locking up 
the prisoners earlier in their cells for the evening would be most un- 
desirable — first, because it would entail too long a period without 
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food from supper about 4.30 p.m. until breakfast at 7.30 a.m. 
next day ; and secondly, it would have diminished the hours available 
for associated labour, which were already too short, and increased the 
time spent in solitary confinement or attempted sleep, both of which 
were already too long.” 

These difficulties in administration could only be removed by “a 
very considerable increase of the staff,” and the Report says : — 

“ This has been sanctioned by the Lords of the Treasury, and now 
we have been able to increase the hours of associated labour with most 
beneficial results, both as regards the output and profit of the work 
done. Besides, we have been able to have lectures and school in the 
evenings, and also to do bathing, haircutting, and other necessary 
prison services, without interfering with work horns. 

!i Prisoners have now much more time for reading, and the supply 
of library books has been correspondingly increased. 

“ Doubtless some among the older hands of the prisoners, who have 
been for long accustomed to the former routine, do not like the change, 
and occasionally ask to be allowed to go to bed before 9 p.m. ; but 
whether they appreciate it or not the Commissioners believe that it 
is a real improvement, bringing about longer hours of work, more 
opportunity for study and reading, and securing a reasonable period 
for sound sleep at night instead of long hours, many of which were 
spent restlessly lying awake.” 

Though the reduction of our officers’ hours of duty was made three 
years ago, we are still obliged to adhere to “ the simple expedient of 
locking up the prisoners earlier in their cells,” an expedient which it 
will be seen was rejected in Scotland as “ most undesirable.” The 
time available for associated labour is diminished and the output of 
prison industries reduced. The time spent in solitary confinement 
and in bed is increased, habits of indolence are encouraged, prison life 
is rendered more attractive to the lazy, and the effect generally is 
detrimental to the moral, mental, or physical improvement of the 
prisoners. 

These objections to the unduly long hours of solitary confinement 
are further strengthened by the facts that (as shown in Table III. of 
the Appendix) over 30 per cent, of the cells available in all our local 
prisons are below the standard recommended by the Medical Member 
of the Board 25 years ago, and that the ventilation of even the best of 
these prisons is on an obsolete system. 

We hope the time is not far distant when we will be enabled to make 
the prison conditions alike in the three Kingdoms. 

On the outbreak of war those of our officers who were Naval or 
Army reservists left the Prisons Service to rejoin H.M. Forces, while a 
number of others have joined the new armies. At present 5 superior 
and 39 subordinate officers are serving in the Navy or Army. Of these 
the places of two of the superior officers and 9 of the subordinate 
officers have been filled by temporary substitutes, the work of the 
remaining absent officers being divided amongst their colleagues. 

We regret to report the death during the year of the Venerable 
Archdeacon Spence, who served as Church of Ireland Chaplain at 
Belfast Prison for the long period of 38 years, and also of the Right Rev. 
Monsignor Flynn, p.p., who for 27 years held the office of Roman 
Catholic Chaplain at Waterford Prison. 
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In February last Mr. A. F. Fa] Id ner, who liad served for over 31 
years as Clerk at various prisons and at the Board’s Office, and had 
shown himself an efficient and zealous officer, was promoted to the 
post of 3rd Class Governor, and appointed to the Governorship of 
Limerick Prison rendered vacant by the retirement on superannuation 
of Mr. M. O’Sullivan. ' 

The Imperial Service Medal was awarded during the year to the 
undermentioned officers who retired after more than 25 years’ meri- 
torious service, viz. : — 

2nd Class Matron, Catherine O’Rourke. 

1st Class Trade Warder, Thomas W. Houston.
